Ike b elieves Malenkov was 
relieved b ecause he was commit­ 
ting Russia to too much support 
of the Chinese Communists, a posi­ 
tion untenab le to the “ peace’’ prop­ 
aganda of the Kremlin. 
2. Ike also b elieves that the Rus- 
.sian leaders arc too well satisfied 
with, the territorial conquest they 
have made in the last 10 years 
and prob ab ly 
figure 
they have 
nothing to gain from b eing lied too 
closely to the Ff» rmosan action, or 
anything else that might lead to a 
general war. 
Ike feels that inasmuch as the 
Soviets have enslaved 800.000.000 
people in the last 10 years through 
the cold war technique, they are 
not apt to emb ark on a new policy 
leading to a general war—all the 
more so when you consider that

Eisenhower, Zhukov Could Bring New Era Of Peace

The March Of Power 


As in the rise of Stalin, so in the emergence of 
Khrushchev, the power of the Communist party m Soviet 
Rus: la transcends the power of the stale. The error that 
is often made in American thinking ab out Russian affairs 
i.s that we a.-sume that the Russian government is supreme 
in that country, whirca^ as a matter of Marx ian proce­ 
dure it is the party which speaks for the dictatorship of 
the proletariat and therefore the party is the master. 
When Stalm died, the government was placed under 
th.= collective leadership of three appointed b y the party, 
that L<. Malenkov. Bena and Molotov. Bt-ria was killed; 
MMotov was reduced to a mouthpiece. 
Malenkov, how- 
evt'r. never knew supreme power. He divided his author­ 
ity. under democratic centralism, with Khrushchev who 
had b ecome first secretary of the central committee of 
the Communist party. Now Krushchev divides his author­ 
ity w:th nob ody. 
From now on orthodox Stalinism vcill prevail. 
This 
means that those who deviate in thought and action will 
find no place in the Sò vièt government or the Communist 
party. A. Philitx iv wrote of this attitude: 
. . During the early 19.30s Stahn ordered the full 
ex posure of ‘everything irreconcilab le with Bolshevism,’ 
such as its ‘falsification.’ ‘contrab and Trotskyism,’ *cor- 
r\;pt lib eralism.’ and called for ‘revolutionary vigilance.’ 
Unfortunately we have no statistics showing the numb er 
of Marx ists’ who suddenly b ecame ‘non-Marx ists.' ‘insuf­ 
ficiently Marx ist.’ or ‘unauthcntic Marx ists.' 
One thing 
can b e said with confidence- the vast majority of Soviet 
Marx ists fell into these categories. 
Alarm and terror 
seized all Soviet Marx ists . . . ” 
Malenkov had accepted the success of Soviet Russia 
as offering an opportunity to give the Russian people a 
happier, a gayer, a freer life. 
He even permitted con­ 
siderab le criticism of the past and ab olished the deifica­ 
tion of Stalin. Such a paragraph as follows, written b y 
a noted b iologist, need not have b een written during the 
Malenkov period: 


“ My o wn wo rk ha s been ca rried o n In a co untry 
where the pro tectio n giv en to science by o ur o wn

Instead Ilya Ehrenb urg WTOte his novel, “The Thaw,” 
which IS a criticism of the icy-cold conformism of the 
Stalin period. Now we shall return to the iron hand of 
rigid conformism, of a line handed down, in all fields of 
life, b y Khrushchev, and everyb ody will have to conform. 
Malenkov apparently hoped for a measure of intellectual 
freedom; the party now asserts its right to control the 
mind of every Russian. 
As this affects the United States, the doctrine of peace­ 
ful co-ex istence takes on altogether a new meaning. The 
Communists specialize in phraseology. The term, peace­ 
ful coex istence, can mean anything. 
The United States 
had hoped to discover a method of living at peace with 
Russia and the Eisenhower policy has undoub tedly b een 
oriented in that direction, with popular support. 
What does Khrushchev mean b y peaceful co-ex istcnce? 
This he made clear in Molotov’s prolonged speech, fol­ 
lowing the forced resignation of Malenkov. Molotov said; 


“ United Sta tes a ggressiv e circles ha v e misca lcu­ 
la ted o nce a ga in . . . 
“ The ma tter ha s pro gressed so fa r tha t in the 
pro ductio n o f the hy dro gen wea po n the So v iet peo ple 
ha v e a chiev ed such a success tha t it Is no t the .So v iet 
Unio n but the United Sta tes which is in the po sitio n 
o f la gga rd.” 


In a word, the aggressor was defined as the United 
States and this country was threatened b y reprisals. 
Therefore what Krushchev’s “ peaceful coex istence” can 
mean is that the United States accept Russia’s program 
for the conquest of Asia and the unification of Germany 
or accept such consequences as Russia chooses to mete 
out. This then is what we face and Khrii.'^hchev was not 
slow to tell us. He did it. through Molotov, on the day 
of his rise to supreme power. To it, we must adjust our 
thinking.

For there is an intensely human 
a.‘;pect to the friendship which de­ 
veloped in wartime b etween the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Amer­ 
ican and Allied forces in Europe 
and the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Soviet forces. 
Long b efore General Eisenhower 
b ecame President he talked to in­ 
timate friends of his meetings in 
Berlin in 1945 with Marshal Zhu­ 
kov, From the statements made 
this very week in Moscow to news­ 
papermen 
b y 
the 
n.-w’ 
Cab inet 
mini-ter who w:ll b e in charge 
of all defense for Soviet Russia, it 
is evident that the friendship has 
not b een forgotten b y the Soviet 
leader. 
Mar.^-hall Zhukov is a military 
hero in Soviet Russia and. if he 
alone were to decide on future 
policy, there would b e much les.s 
to fear even though he has u mili­ 
tary b ackground. P'or. contrary to 
a rather curious impres'ion that 
seems to have b een fostered m 
pacifist quarters—where the word 
“ militarism” is loosely used to 
describ e a phob ia to start fighting 
—the truth is military men usually 
do not want war and lean over 
b ackward to avoid it. Generals 
who 
have 
the resjx insib ility 
of 
ordering young men to face death 
are often the last people to urge 
the iKse of war as an instrument of 
national policy. 
If Marshal Zhukov could speak 
his own thoughts freely, he prob ­ 
ab ly 
would say the same things 
that 
President Eisenhow'er

b een saying against war. Actually, 
since Mr. Eisenhower has b een in 
the VVTaite Hoi se, he has pros^ed the 
ver>’ antithesis of the concept of a 
military man which has b een so 
widely held.

Iron Curtain Economy 
Does Not Measure Up 


Living standards in the Soviet Union and Poland 
are barely above the prewar level and in the other 
captive countries, especially East Germany, they are 
lower. 
These disclosures, made in a study released by a 
congressional committee, reveal the price iron cur* 
tain countries are paying in an attempt to match 
economic strides with the United States, Canada and 


Western Europe.. 
In contrast to conditions in the Communist world 
are the American showing of living standards more 
than 40 per cent higher than before the war and 
independent Europe's showing of standards that are 
l l per cent higher. 
Despite the price it is paying, the Soviet bloc 
is pictured as lagging badly on the economic front. 
Not only were the United States. Canada and Western 
Europe found to have “significantly greater” eco­ 
nomic capacity than iron curtain countries but, the 
study emphasized, there were strong grounds for 
expecting the United States to widen in the next two 
decades the gap between the size of its economy and 
that of the Soviet Union. 
Only in its mobilization economically for possible 
war was the Soviet bloc seen leading. But, the study 
noted, the West can ultimately mobilize “overwhelm­ 
ingly greater” strength if given sufficient time. 
Russia, the report notes, has attempted to offset 
the lack of balance in the West-East economic pic­ 
ture by propaganda and untillable promises. Perhaps 
in time such words will begin to pall upon the people 
whose lives seem to be a succession of unfulfilled 
pledges from their leaders.

in the rise of Stalin, so in the em ergence 
of 
Khrushchev, the power of the Communist party in Soviet 
Russia transcends the power of the state. The error that 
is often m ade in American thinking about R ussian affairs 
is th a t we assume that the Russian government is suprem e 
in that country, whereas as a m atter of M arxian proce­ 
dure it is the party 
which speaks for the 
dictatorship of 
the proletariat and therefore the party is the m aster. 
When Stalin died, the government was placed under 
the collective leadership of three appointed by the party, 
that is, Malenkov. B en a and Molotov. B en a was killed; 
Molotov was reduced to a mouthpiece. 
Malenkov, how­ 
ever. never knew suprem e power. He divided his author­ 
ity, under dem ocratic centralism, with Khrushchev who 
had become first secretary of the central com mittee of 
the Com munist party. Now Krushchev divides his author­ 
ity with nobody. 
From now on orthodox Stalinism will prevail. 
This 
m eans that those who deviate in thought and action will 
find no place in the Soviet government or the Communist 
party. A. Philipov wrote of this attitude: 
“ . . . During the early 1930s Stalin ordered the full 
exposure of ‘everything irreconcilable with Bolshevism,’ 
such as its ‘falsification,’ ‘contraband Trotskyism .' ‘cor­ 
rupt liberalism .’ and called for ‘revolutionary vigilance.’ 
Unfortunately we have no statistics showing the num ber 
of M arxists' who suddenly becam e 'non-M arxists.’ 'insuf­ 
ficiently M arxist,’ or ‘unauthentic M arxists.’ 
One thing 
can be said with confidence: the vast m ajority of Soviet 
M arxists fell into these categories. 
Alarm and terror 
seized all Soviet Marxists . . .” 
Malenkov had accepted the success of Soviet Russia 
as offering an opportunity to give the Russian people a 
happier, a gayer, a freer life. 
He even perm itted con­ 
siderable criticism of the past and abolished the deifica­ 
tion of Stalin. Such a paragraph as follows, written by 
a noted biologist, need not have been written during the 
Malenkov period: 


“ My own work has been carried on In a country 
where the protection given to science by our own 
party, by our government, by our dearly-beloved. our 
own father, Comrade Stalin, is boundless. . . . Works 
of this kind (can be produced! only in a Soviet country 
where advanced science Is taken care of by the party 
and government and Is guided by our leader, dear 
Stalin, greatest scholar, beloved of all. I express pro­ 
found. most heartfelt thanks to our great teacher and 
friend, most brilliant of all scholars. Coryphaeus of 
advanced science, dear Stalin. 
His teaching, each of 
his statements on problems of science has been for 
me a working program and colossal support in my 
long and difficult struggle against the idealists. 
The 
leadership of Comrade Stalin helped me to emerge as 
victor in this struggle.” 


Instead Ilya Ehrenburg wrote his novel, “ The Thaw,*' 
which is a criticism of the icy-cold conformism of the 
Stalin period. 
Now we shall return to the iron hand of 
rigid conformism, of a line handed down, in all fields of 
life, by Khrushchev, and everybody will have to conform. 
Malenkov apparently hoped for a m easure of intellectual 
freedom ; the party now asserts its right to control the 
mind of every Russian. 
As this affects the United States, the doctrine of peace­ 
ful co-existence takes on altogether a new meaning. The 
Com m unists specialize in phraseology. The term , peace­ 
ful coexistence, can m ean anything. 
The United States 
had hoped to discover a method of living at peace with 
Russia and the Eisenhower policy has undoubtedly been 
oriented in that direction. wTth popular support. 
What does Khrushchev m ean by peaceful co-existence? 
This he m ade clear in Molotov’s prolonged speech, fol­ 
lowing the forced resignation of Malenkov. Molotov said: 


“ United States aggressive circles have miscalcu­ 
lated once again . . . 
“ The matter has progressed so far that in the 
production of the hydrogen weapon the Soviet people 
have achieved such a success that it is not the Soviet 
Union but the United States which is in the position 
of laggard.” 


In a word, the aggressor was defined as the United 
States and this country was threatened by reprisals. 
Therefore what K rushchev’s “ peaceful coexistence” can 
m ean is that the United States accept Russia’s program 
for the conquest of Asia and the unification of G erm any 
or accept such consequences as Russia chooses to m ete 
out. This then is what we face and Khrushchev was not 
slow to tell us. 
He did it, through Molotov, on the day 
of his rise to suprem e power. To it, we m ust adjust our 
thinking.

ting Russia to too much support 
of the Chinese Communists, a posi­ 
tion untenable to the “ peace” prop­ 
aganda of the Kremlin. 
2. Ike also believes that the Rus­ 
sian loaders are too well satisfied 
with, the territorial conquest they 
have made in the last IO years 
and 
probably 
figure 
they 
have 
nothing to gain from bring tied too 
closely to the Form osan action, or 
anything else that m ight lead to a 
general war. 
Ike feels that inasm uch as the 
Soviets have enslaved 800,000,000 
people in the last IO years through 
the cold war technique, they are 
not apt to em bark on a new policy 
leading to a general w ar—all the 
more so when you consider that 
Communist plans look ahead to

nations.

Eisenhower, Zhukov Could Bring New Era Of Peace 


WASHINGTON—If it w ere left to 
just 
two 
m en—President 
Eisen­ 
hower and Marshal Zhukov, the 
new Defense Minister in Moscow’— 
there probably could be an era of 
peace and understanding in the 
world. 
F or there is an intensely hum an 
aspect to the friendship which de­ 
veloped in w artim e between the 
Commander-in-Chief of the A m er­ 
ican and Allied forces in Europe 
and the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Soviet forces. 
Long before General Eisenhower 
becam e President he talked to in­ 
tim ate friends of his m eetings in 
Berlin in 1945 with M arshal Zhu­ 
kov. From the statem ents m ade 
this very week in Moscow to news­ 
p aperm en 
by 
the 
new’ 
Cabinet 
m inister who will be in charge 
of all defense for Soviet Russia, it 
is evident that the friendship has 
not been forgotten by the Soviet 
leader. 
M arshall Zhukov is a m ilitary 
hero in Soviet Russia and, if he 
alone were to decide on future 
policy, there would be m uch less 
to fear even though he has a mili­ 
tary background. For. contrary to 
a rather curious impression th at 
seem s to have been fostered in 
pacifist q u arte rs—where the word 
“ m ilitarism ” is 
loosely used 
to 
describe a phobia to start fighting 
—the truth is m ilitary m en usually 
do not want w ar and lean over 
backw ard to avoid it. G enerals 
who 
have 
the 
responsibility 
of 
ordering young men to face death 
a re often the last people to urge 
the use of w ar as an instrum ent of 
national policy. 
If M arshal Zhukov could speak 
his own thoughts freely, he pro b ­ 
ably would say the sam e things 
that 
President 
Eisenhower 
has 
been saying against war. Actually, 
since Mr. Eisenhower has been in 
the White House, he has proved the 
very antithesis of the concept of a 
m ilitary m an which has been so 
widely held. 
But could these tw’o m en —Zhukov 
a rd Eisenhower—get together and 
talk things over? This concrete

question w as raised at the P re si­ 
d en t’s press conference this week, 
a w he answ ered guardedly that he 
would have to take up such a pro­ 
posal with his advisers.

Secret Police Chief Lavrenti B ena 
imported an American-made lock 
for his home. As it later turned 
out, the lock did him no good. But 
for a while Bcria used his feared 
Secret Police to take a tem porary 
lead in the power struggle. 
Malenkov, 
a 
smooth, 
cunning 
politician, held his own by making 
political alliances with the 
Red 
A rm y’s popular fighting generals. 
Low m an in the trium virate was 
stern, bald Khrushchev, who kept 
a shaky hold on the Communist 
P arty organization. 
Beria shrewdly chose to pick 
ff 
the weakest m em ber of the trium ­ 
virate and turned his Secret Police 
loose on Khrushchev. They began 
by going after Khrushchev’s trust­ 
ed but lesser henchmen. It was at 
this point that Malenkov stepped in 
to save Khrushchev who, other­ 
wise, would have been eliminated. 
The 
wily 
Malenkov, 
realizing 
that Bona would em erge all-pover- 
ful if he purged Khrushchev, m ade 
a secret pact with the harassed 
Com munist P a rty boss From what 
the CIA has learned from agents 
and 
defectors. 
Malenko\ 
and 
Khrushchev joined forces to over­ 
throw the hated Bcria. 
Backed up by Red Army troops 
and 
tanks, 
Malenkov 
arrested 
Beria in the dead of night, accused 
him of treason and eventually sent 
him to his death. This is the very 
fate, apparently, that B ena had 
planned for Khrushchev. 


Crafty Khrushchev 
The tough, ruthless Khrushchev 
wasted no tim e being grateful, but 
set out to overthrow the man who 
had saved his neck. First, Khrush­ 
chev strengthened his hold on the 
Communist Party by shaking up 
the 
personnel. 
In 
one 
province 
alone—the Russian Socialist Fed­ 


erated Soviet Republic—he shifted 
two-thirds of the regional party 
secretaries. Similar, if less dras­ 
tic, personnel purges were carried 
out in the >ther provinces. 
Meanwhile, Malenkov appointed 
Ivan Alexandrovich Serov to head 
up the shattered 
Secret 
Police. 
At some point, however, Serov was 
bought off by Khrushchev. Serov’s 
rew ard was to be elevated to cabi­ 
net, 
which 
was 
arranged 
by 
Khrushchev almost simultaneously 
with Malenkov’s resignation. 
To offset Malenkov’s influence 
with the Red Army, Khrushchev 
m ade overtures to 
the 
political 
generals as opposed to the fighting 
generals. As ..ar minister, Nikolai 
Pul ga nin had always sided with 
Malenkov while he had the inside 
track with the Army. When Bul­ 
ganin showed signs of shifting his 
allegiance to Khrushchev, it was 
the 
tip-off that 
the 
Communist 
party boss had overcom e Malen­ 
kov's influence with the Army. 
Of course, Malenkov recognized 
he had been caught in a squeeze 
play long before he submitted his 
humiliating 
resignation, 
full 
of 
self-confessions. 
F o r 
m o n t h s , 
Khrushchev had been overruling 
Malenkov’s policies. Most obvious 
was Khrushchev’s public speech, 
giving heavy industry priority over 
consumer goods, thus completely 
reversing 
Malenkov’s 
consumer- 
goods policy of August 1953. 
Only mystery is how Malenkov 
has managed to retain his head on 
his shoulders, since the custom in 
Red Russia is to m u rd er defeated 
politicians. Best guess is that the 
Kremlin figured it would look bad, 
both at home and abroad, to ac­ 
cuse another top official of trea­ 
son. Malenkov has cause, however, 
to worry about his health. It will 
surprise no one if he comes down 
suddenly with, say, a heart attack, 
As for the new prem ier, Nikolai 
Bulganin, U. S. experts agree that 
he is merely a figurehead. Most 
likely, Khrushchev gave him the 
premiership to placate the Red 
Army. How long Bulganin will last 
in his new seat, however, is sub­ 
ject to speculation.
